WOULD REPORT TO HER GOVERNMENT. END SUMMARY. 

1 . PER INSTRUCTIONS I CALLED ON VICE EOREIGN MINISTER 
WANG HAI-JUNG AT THE FOREIGN MINISTRY AT 1 1 A.M. 

AUGUST 16. MY PRESENTATION EULLY COVERED POINTS IN 
PARA TWA-(A), (B), (C), (D) AND (F) IN REFTEL. DRAWING ON 
MY OWN SERVICE AT THE UN I EMPHASIZED GREAT 
SENSITIVITY OE USG AND PUBLIC TO ANY UN CONSIDERATION 
OE PUERTO RICO. I CONCLUDED BY STATING "SHOULD YOUR 
GOVERNMENT SUPPORT CUBA'S ACTION ON THIS MATTER, WE 
WOULD TAKE VERY STRONG EXCEPTION AND IT COULD NOT 

BE WITHOUT EEFECT ON OUR RELATIONS WITH YOUR GOVERNMENT. ' 

2. MINISTRY OE EOREIGN AEEAIRS AMERICAN AND OCEANIAN 
DEPARTMENT DEPUTY DIRECTOR TANG WEN-SHENG (NANCY TANG), WHO WAS 
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THE PUERTO RICAN ISSUE, AETER WHICH WANG SUMMARIZED 
THESE POSITIONS TO ME, JUSTIFYING THEM ON BASIS OF COMMUNISTS' 
OBLIGATION TO SUPPORT REVOLUTION. SHE NEXT SAID THAT IF 
CHINESE STANCE ON THE PUERTO RICAN ISSUE AFFECTED SINO-U.S. 
RELATIONS, RESPONSBILITY WOULD BE ON THE U.S. SIDE. 

CITING THE SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE PRINCIPLES OF EQUALITY 

AND MUTUAL RESPECT, SHE (PROMPTED BY TANG) DECRIED OUR 

EMPLOYMENT OF "THREATENING LANGUAGE." IN ENSUING DISCUSSION I 

DENIED ANY THREAT BUT AGAIN EMPHASIZED 

THE IMPORTANCE AND SENSITIVITY OF THE PUERTO 

RICAN ISSUE IN THE U.S. AND SAID I WOULD NOT BE DOING MY 

JOB IF I DID NOT MAKE MY GOVERNMENT'S POSITION CLEAR: 

THAT CHINESE SUPPORT OF CUBAN EFFOOTS TO INTERFERE IN U.S. 

INTERNAL AFFAIRS COULD NOT BE WITHOUT EFFECT ON OUR 
RELATIONS. 

3. WANG, WHO HAD NOT EARLIER SO QUALIFIED HER REMARKS, THEN SAID 
SHE HAD OF COURSE BEEN OFFERING HER PERSONAL VIEWS 

AND THAT SHE WOULD REPORT OUR CONVERSATION TO HER 
GOVERNMENT. 

4. COMMENT: I WOULD CHARACTERIZE THE EXCHANGE AS 
AMICABLE BUT LIVELY. WANG, THOUGH OPERATING FROM 
BOILERPLATE, SHOWED MORE SPARK AND AUTHORITY, AND I 
MIGHT ADD CHARM, THAN I WOULD HAVE EXPECTED FROM OUR 
PREVIOUS ENCOUNTERS. THE MEETING ENDED WITH DISCUSSIONS 

OF DEVELOPMENTS IN BANGLADESH ABOUT WHICH NEITHER SIDE HAD MUCH 
INFORMATION AND WE SAID WE MIGHT DISCUSS THESE FURTHER 
AT THE LUNCHEON I AM GIVING FOR WANG ON THE 18TH. 
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
